I have the honor of transmjtting to you the siKth Annual Report 
of the National ComrfiiSBion on .Libraries and Information Science 
(NCLIS)* This report is submitted in accordance with Section 
6(a)7 of the National Gommiasion on libraries and Inforraation 
Science Act (Public Law 91^346 as amended by Public Law 93- 
29, Section 302)', and coyers the fifteen month period frorn July 
1, 1976, through September. 30, 1977. ^ . 

This has been a very busy pferiod for the'Comn\iBaion, beginning 
In July of 1976, when the Ipng-aWaited "call" of the Wfeite House 
Conference on. Library and Information Services was finally an- 
nounced. Since Public Law 98"568p which authorised the White 
.House Conference, designates NCLIS ^to plan and Gondjuct the 
Conference, there was an Immediate expanadon of activity, NCLIS 
submitted a budget rfe^ies*t for the Confirepce processp testified in 
its Bupportj brougKl together the White House Conference Ad- 
visory Committee for its flfst meeting, added staff for* the White 
House Conferehce, andlbegan the procea.^ of informing the state 
Hbrary agencies how to apply for grants to help fiupport their 
preconferencesp By the close of the ri.^cal ^ Year, nearly all of the 
states and territories had cominitted themselves to holding pre- 
"conferenceB to prepare for the White House Conference, which is 
now scheduled to be held October 29 through November 2, 1979. 

In parallel with the White House Conference activity, NCLIS 
Continued Its normal task of promoting the Implementation of its 
National Program for Library and Informatbn Services with a 
variety of activities. Three contracted studies produced reports 
which ^re: ^n Inventory of library needs on a national basis; a 
study of library photocopying; and an evaluatibri of the effective- 
nesaof Federal funding programs for public libraria^^An exam' 
f^inatloi of the characteristics.of a bibliographic \feta base for the 
national network and a study of the required characteristics of 
biWiographic records for audiovisual materials are also underway, 
with results eKpected next year, ^

Thia is'thi sixth annual report of the National Commission on 
Llbrarlei and Infornfiation Science (NCLIS), coverfng the flfteen- 
month period (Including the Transition Quarter/^^^Y 1977) 
from, July 1, 1978 through September 80, 1977. 

Tha major development durl^ the year was the official "caU'' 
by the President of the White .Houae Conterbnce on Library and 
Inforniation Services (authorized by Public Law 93^568). Fu^ds. 
were requaited and appropriated in the Spring of 1977, and by 
the cloie of the fiscal ySbr, the process of informing the states 
and territories of the procedures for requfestirfg grants f6r their 
indiyidual preconferencea had been completed, moat of the stateB 
had formalized their intent to hold a preconference, and some of 
the initiargrant payments had been made. 

The ongoing, implementation of the Commission's National 
Program continued to accelerate during the year. Final reports 
*,were ob^lQed-from three studies u^(Jertaken earlier: Inventory 
of Li^^H Needs— 1075; JSvaiuati^^^^ of the Effectivenms of Fed^ 
eralir^^ing of Public Librarimi Libraiy Photochpyinff iit 
the United States, T^ree adcHtionaPstudies— The Role of the Li-^ 
brary of Congress in the Emerging National Network; InitiaU 
Coiisidtrations for a National Network Data Base; and a studyf 
of the requirementsi-for and charatteriRtica of a National Data 
Base ^for Audiovisual, ResourccB — were underway^ with results 
.anticipated early next year. The Task Force on a National Pe- 
riodicals System complefed its work with a report: Effective Ac- 
cess to the Periodical Itlternture, and three more task forces wer^ 
constituted and put to work on*: (1) eHtablinhini? Computer-tO' 
Computer ProtocolH for the exchange oi bibriographlc Informa-^ 
tion ; (2) the Recommended future Directif nn for the American 
NTational StandardH Committee Z39 on Library and Documentatyn 
Standards; and (3) the Role of the School Library /Media Ce^er

Shortly after the appropriation was siCTed into law and cer= 
tified by the Treasury, the initial letters to th^ chiefs of the state 
and territorial library agencies were mailed, and in early Aug'ust, 
the first group of initial payments on the grants to Jbhe states had 
been made. By the end of the fiscal year, almost every state and 
territory was committfed te^a state conference in preparation for 
the White HouBe Conference in 1979, and the staff was develDping 
guidelines and planning ^aids for the state conferences. One state, 
Georgia^ which had been planning, a Governor's 'Conference 
turned it into a White House preconferenee and held it in Septem- 
ber of 1977, and Pennsylvania, in a similar situation, had sched- 
uled their conference for the end of October. 

At the second meeting,' at the end of the fiscal year, the White 
House Conference Advisbry Committee adopted a formula for 
state-By'State representation at the national White House Con- 
ference, but left the manner of. selection of delegates to the in- 
dividual states. More details were added to various policy "state- 
ments, but more aigniflcantly, the Advisory Committee adopted 
as the official goaLstatement of the White House Conference on 
Library and Information Services the following: 

"It is the goal of the White House Conference on Library 
and Information Services Advisory Committee that the 
process of the preWTiite House Conference will result in 
a serious examination, by each state and territory, of its 
own needSj and of the National Program for Library and 
Information Services and other national issues^ and in • 
a substantive expression of its perceptions of its own 
roles and responsibilities in addreSHing those national 
issuei."

ThR Conimission was able to undertake this Htudy only because 
it wa.s not necessary to ontraKC in the massive data collection and 
roduction olTort that would noiunally bc required to assemble the 
necessary resources data. The National Center for Education Sta- 
tistics (NCES) regularly conducts the Library General Informa- 
tion Surveys (LIBGIR) of piiblit:, academic and school libraries,, 
and their data were made nvailablg to NCLIS for this study. The 
real difliciilties arose over the selection of the indicators of need 
and the asslgTiment of values to represent adequacy. 

A broadly representative advisory committee (see Appendix 
IX) to the NCLIS study spent mo.st of its time identifying the 
indicators to he used and then determining how the values would 
be assigned for each indicator. The indicators and the value 
assignments are derived not only from existing U.S. standards, 
but also from "minimum ruqiiirfments" and "guidelines" estab- 
lished by -various states and all other sources which could be 
identified. The indicators .selected were (1) Staffing (subdivided 
into professional and support) ; (2) Colleetion; (3) Acquisitions 
(bot'h of the.se include print and nonprint media); (4) Space; 
(5) Operating Expenditures; alid (6) Ilours of Service. AH but 
the last of these are resource inputs, as ^yere the indicators m the 
1965 inventory. The last indicator was selected in recognition of 
the need for output .service indieutors. It is recognized that Hours ^ 
of Service is by iio means a sunicient measure of service output, 
but for the pirrpose of this study; the committee was constrained 
by the necessity of limiting its indicators to categories for which 
the data were available in the LIBGIS files. 

It should be noted that the Commis.sion feels very strongly that 
many important clement.^ of libniry service were not measured in 
this study. Indeed, .some of the most important elements, such a.s, 
user satisfaction and (luality of service, are simply not subject to 
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quantlfieation. However, this does not eliniinate the need for and 
vhhie of quantitative measureH when they can be obtained, as long 
as they are prudently used and their limitations are clearly rec- 
o^Ized* 

.The results of the study are disturbing. Although expenditiires 
nationwide for library services doubled between 1965 and 1975— 
even in constant dollars— the resources av^ailable are only slightly 
more than half the indicated needs, and the situation is worsening, 
rather than improving. ExpenditureH for additions to eKisting col- 
lections are falling further and further behind as a result of both 
inflation and the gro:^th in the volume of available and useful 
materials. Staff and ^pace needs are suffering similarly. Even 
more disturbing is the fact that the segment of the library com- 
munity with the greatest shortages is the p^iblic school library/ 
media centers. Among the 75,000 schools having school library/ 
media centers, the resources available are barely one quarter of 
the indicated needs. Nor is there any indication that this gap is 
lessening. The Tate of acquisition of new material is only 40% 
of what would be required to keep current if the collections were 
already full strength. Obviously, libraries are going^o require 
stronger support and financing if they are to fulfill their respon- 
sibilities, but where must that support come from? The following 
study throws some light on that subject. 

Evaluation of the Effecliveness 

of Federal Tunding of Public Libraries . 

In response to suggestions that categorical aid programs for 
libraries and information services should be phased out and re- 
placed by revenue sharing, NCLIS commissioned in late 1975 a 
study to evaluate the efTectiveness of Federal funding programs 
for libraries, including revenue sharing. While the Commission 
has repeatedly and strongly supported categorical aid for libraries 
and the preponderance of the information obtained at hearings 
around the country indicatecl that revenue sharing has not been 
efrective for librariesi it felt that a systematic effort to compile 
factual inTormation was necessary. Therefore, the study contrac-^ 
tor was directed to examine all Federal aid programs which im- 
pacted libraries/ including i*uvenuo Hharing, assess their relative 
and absolute efrectivenesH, exaniine state and local library pro- 
grams, and justify and rocommend courses of action for meeting 
identified needs; for a time=phascd program for state anff Federal 
support, and for legislative requirements for the proposed pro- 
gram. 
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The results of this study are sbberingp if not surprising. While 
oategoriciil aid programB, such as the Library Services and Con-' 
atruction Act (LSCA), have been..Tnoderately ^fTective in im^ 
proving library service, revenue sharing has been ineffective, with 
less than two percent of the funds received by localities being.al- 
located to libraries, and most of that simply replacing local funds, 
rather than .supplementing them. It should be noted that LSCA 
and other categoi-ical aid progrkms are characterised as only 
^ moderately effective. Part of this qualification arises frbm the fact 
that LSCA and its companions have never been funded at more^ 
than a fraction of the authorized level and some titles have never 
been funded at alL Further, there have been wide variations in 
the funding level from year to year. Obviously, improving the 
level and stabinty of funding of categorical aid would improve its 
effectiveness, but effectiveness would also be greatly improved by 
making minor modifications, such as forward funding to permit 
long range planning and placing a limit on the proportion of the 
funds which could'be used for state administrative activities. 

The study confirmed still another widely held imprea^ion, that 
the overwhelming majority of funding for public libraries — 82% 
nationwide=is provided by the local communities, with states 
providing ISYr and the Kedural Government only about 59f , Most 
of the increased cost of the last decade has been borne by the 
local communities, with the state share increasing slightly, and 
the Federal share actually declining. These ratios clearly discrim- 
inate against the poorer communties, which needing library serv- 
ice more, will have- access to less. When one considers that the 
public library has for more than a century been a significant ele- 
ment of the jiation*s educational system (as shown b^^^a study 
performed for the Urban Libraries Council and pu^^0 by 
NCLLSL it becomes apparent that a more balanced distribution 
of librall^upport, approxiniating the distributipn of support of 
other ediiStional activities, is necessary if the public library is to 
fulfill effectively its role in providing "library and information 
services adequate to meet the needs of the people of the United. 
States'* in accordance with the statement of national policy in 
F,L. 91-345. The study proposes a staged program to increase 
state and federal library expenditures over a period of time until 
the states are carrying 50 of the load, localities 80%, and the 
Federal Government 20/? - 

Library Photocopying in the United Sttftes 

During the years-long idiscussions lUid negotiations on the re- 
vision of the 1909 Copyright Law, a major bone of contention 



Tjctween publishers and libraries was the jise by libfariea of phot6- 
■ copies in lieu of loans, particularly interlibrrary loans. The libra- 
ries contended that their photocopying did no harni to the pub- 
lishers, and the publishers contehded to the contrary. Curiously, 
there had never been a national study of photocopying in all types 
of libraries. = , - 

^ When both the Congress and the Supreme Court indicated that 
it behooved the Interested parties to come to an agreement on the 
matter outside of any legislative or judicial direcfive, the Chair- 
man of NCLIS and the Register^of Copyrights jointly convened 
and chaired a Conference on Besolution of Copyright Issues to 
prqvide a continuing forum f^r discussion among all concerned 
constituencies. In IQIB, working groups of this conference found 
themselves unable, to make further progress without mutually 
acceptable national data, so the Conference requested that NCLIS 
sponsor a study to collect tliis information, and analyse the im- 
plications of the results for a royalty payment mechanism. With 
financial assistance from the^NationarSci^ence^^undation (NS?^), 
a contract for the study was awarded in the spring of 1976. Al- 
most lm8iedip.tely, the National Commission on New Technological 
Uses of Cop^ighted Workn (CONTU) joined in support by fund- 
ing bs a source of additional specific data a detailed analysis of a 
full year*s transactions of the MINITEX system, the interlibrary 
loan network of the state of Minnesota. . ^ 

Thin study provider valuable information on the volume and 
characteristics of library photocopying in the United States, and 
reports that librarien made photocopies of some 114 million items 
in 1976, tkaling almost one billion pages. Le^s tlten half of that, 
material was copyrighted, and nearly <three<iuarters of the copy- 
righted items were articles from serials such as scholarly journals. 
The overwhelhiing majority of theap copies were^either for local 
users or for other branches within the same library system, with 
only aboi(lt 11%, or 4,3 million copiei^ being made for interlibrary 
loans. Wnen the guidelines for permissible photocopying for inter- 
library loan developed Tinder the aegis of CONTU are applied to 
the Interlibrary loan photocopies, the number of dortiestic serial 
article copies under six years old, hot for replacement or class- 
room use and more than five articles from a given serial title 
(not issue) obtained by a giyen library^ drops from 4.3 million to 
about one-half million. There is also high concentration of photo- 
copying, wit-hin each class, about one-flfth of the libraries doing 
about three-quarters of the photocopying^ and about two-thirds of 
-the' local use photocopies, and 86 of the interlibrary loan photo- 
copies being made from- only 20% of the serials, ^his study, com-' 
pleted just prior to the eiTective date of the new copyright law, 
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can now seVve as a benchmark against whidh changes in photo- „ 
copy patterns as a re-iOlt of the new law can be measure^^ 

The Role ot the Library of Congress 

in an Eitierging National Network ' j . 

^ The priiiary objective of this study was. to identify areas in 
which the library of Conjrresa (LC) could support the activities 
of the multlstate. state, and local library networks and the larger 
resource ifbraHes 4n a network context. This was accomplished by 
surveying -the plans of these organizationa and comparing them 
with the existing and planned services provided by LG to deter- . 
mine where there were gaps. Key library and network staff were> 
lifterviewed to iniure completene.ss. The study concentrated on 
LC activities- rellted te distribution of cataloging data, union 
catalog maintenance, reference support, personnel training, dis- 

. tribution and control of authority datq, technical electronic net- 
work development, and Standards development. ■ ^ 

The stady produced an extensive list of recommendations for 
LC activities and a subset list of those with high priority. Thes^ 
have provided the basis for several projects undertaken in 1977 
by the Metwork Development Office (NDO) of LC. One partifc- 
ularly interesting conclusion of the study was that most of the 
leaders in the library community advocate that LC play its major 
role In, an emerging national network by exercising leadership m 
coordinating network activities. 

This report will be jointl>|published by.LC and NCLIS early in 
1978. 

mm Considerations for a National Network Data Base 

This study began as the first phase' of a 'larger study focused 
on the role of authority files in the national network. Authority 
files are records of the "authorized versions" c^-M frequently . 
used data elements as subject headingg., authorlnames, corporate 
names, etc Since a nationwide network Will be ah interconnection . 
of disparate systems, a common language must be developed if it 
is to function. It is obvious that the question of the design and 
use of the files which constitute that language is a critical ele- 
ment of network design. However, while the need is obvious, the 
solutions are far from simple. For example, how does one\ recoi.-.*. 
cile the subject headings needed by large research libraries, such^ 
as LC, with those needed by the public libraries in .small rural ^ 
communities or urban ghettoes or commMnity colleges? The prob- 
lem is so extraordinariiy complex that the first phase was neces- 

. * ■ 
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sariiy a methodology study to determine how the problem should 
be attacked. Thin Htudy wan performed with NCLIS funding un- 
der the direct. BuporviHion of the Network Deyelopnient Office 
(NDO) of theCribrary of CongreHK (LC). Almost an noon as the 
study got under w^ay^ it became 'appaa^ent that the problem of au- 
^thbrity controrwas inseparable from the larger problem of de- 
signing the configuration of the network bibliographic data base, 
■ m the phasfe^one report, which will be published by IM arid NCLIS 
early in FiHcal Year 19"^, .speaks to the larger probl^pi. 

Already, the report has provided the basin for the follow-on 
^haBe.^ w^hich will be undertaken sequentiall)^^ over .several years. 
The second phase, for which NCLIS provided initial funding in 
the Fall of 1977, will collect data on and analyse nuch things as: 
the v^ariety of different bi^bliographic rules and standards now in 
use and the extent to which they nur^^be accommodated in the 
national network; the variations in use of authority^ files by dif= 
fercnt kinds ot institution and individual institutions of the same 
kind ; probable rates of growth af filei^. and mnVilar matters. These 
ilata will, in tifrm provide the basis for lat#i^ phases, which will 
be funded when the prerecjuisite d^ta ave. available and specific 
stateWients of work and cost estimatts can be prepfired.' 

Bibliographic Control ot'N^nprint Media 

One of the most rapidly y^rowing elements of the library and 
information community is the fieltl of nonprint media. It also 
an area with serious bibliografjhic problems, The melange of mate- 
rials subsumed under the term nonprinl exists in such a wide 
variety of formats, that vfery diilurqit practices have evolved for 
describing them. Pi^othu. ^ion in the field, even within a given me- 
dium, is wiflely dispersed), so thf»rc has been little or no standard- 
ization. 

The Comniis^\jon, in conjunetioii with the AsHociation for Educa- 
tional CommrflicAt^Biis and Tuchiu)U)gy (AP]t'T), has taken thq 
first steps tow^i^'d correcting this serious gap in biblograpKic^ cov= 
erage by undertaking, first an inventory of exinting bibliographic 
files on nonprint media,^ and tin analysis of the elements in the | 
records of each= file. This survey coiilirnied the need for action, i 
Aince it uncoverf,M.l the/faut that the only data element common to/ 
all of the bibliographic file^^ examined was the title. 

' The Hecond Htop in the process was the development of a prelim- 
inary set of specincations for bibli()graphic records of nonprint 
media* PaperH identifying these preliminary specincations were 
.widely discussed at open sessions of national meetings of three 
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major concerned professional societies, the Association for Educa- 
tional Communiciitlons and jTechnoloffy, the American Library 
Association, and. the Americtin Society for Information Science. 
The results of these sessiona and the suggestions received, arc be- 
ing incorporated in a final report which will be published in 19.15^^

As indicated earlier, NCLIS hm founrf thau one of the niore 
eflfective mechanisms for implementation of the National Program 
is the use of task forces. A task force is a group of representative 
CKperts called together under the auspices of NCLIS for a definite 
, series of meetings to accomplish a specific task. NCLIS pays 6nly 
travel and per diem, but because these are task forces' of the i^a= 
tionkl Commissioii, there is sufficient prestige attached to. the 
invitationaHo^erve that we have had no difflculty getting acc4pt« 
ances from the best people in the field. Normally, two Commis- 
- aioiiers serve on each t^Bk force, and at least one NCLIS staff 
member is assigned to each task fgrce to work with them and take 
care of adminiBtrative detail a^id the assembly and dissemination 
of minutes, working papers, and so forth. Prior to the first meet- 
ing, a charge to the task force and a schedule are usually drafted 
and circulated. At the flr.gt meeting, these may be modified or 
clarified, and are thencefojth the goal(s) which the task force 
seeks* When a task force has completed its work, its recommenda- 
tipns and supporting material are assembled into a report which 
is reviewed Jby the Commissioners. Upon approval by NCLIS, the 
report is widely dissen^ngted, so that tWfe entire commiinity can 
benefit ^''^ 

The ta.^k force approach accompli5ihes a number of different 
functioris in parallel. In the first place, it enables NCLIS to obtain 
the Bervices of the best per.nonnel available to assist Jn developing 
implementation plans. Secondly, NCLIS gets these ltduable serV'., 
ices at minimum cost. Equally important, since the constituencies 
concerned with the problem addressed by the task force have par- 
ticipated, through their representatives, in developing the deci- 
Bions or recommendations, major opposition to the findings is 
unlikely, so a community of .support for the results is assured.' 
With this support, the agencies or organizations who must act on 
the recommendations {and who probably participated, too) also 
require le^^ persua.sion and are more likel/ to act in a timely, re- 
sponsive fashion.

' of the ILL requests are direrted to a relatively few large research 
libraries, placing an unreasonable burden on Ihom and degrading 
their service not only to their own constituencies, but to the re- 
' que.sting libraries as well, ■ , 

Two studies dealing with this proljlem we/e iniblished in 1974; 
one of them having been sponsored by the Association of Research 
Libraries (ARL) and the other, whieh dealt with all materials, 
not juiperindieals, by NrLIH. In April of 1075. NCLIS called a 
mcetii% of representatives of virtually every co'ncerned commu- 
hity Vq discuss the reports anti duvelop priorities and apprbaehes 
to solutions. The cnnsensus was clour and unequivocal; access to 
periodicals should bo given priority as the most crucial problem. 

In response tn this reconuueiuhit ion, NCLIH established in Jan- 
uary 197(5. a task force to develop r.lans for a national system for 
providin}r':iccess to periudicul materials. This task force moved 
qiiicklv to identify efrectivc apprnaches to ineeting this challenge. 
This effort was made easier by the fael that the demand for jour- 
nal articles is not evenly distributed over the entire spectrum of 
journal titles In fact, about half of the reiruests for current ma- 
terials can be fillej with something like 2.000 titles and 75-; to 
80', ran he filled ^vitb a cHeetion of only 10,000 titles, i/urther, 
over half of the itAirnal articles requesleirin interlibrary loan are 
less than five veai/s old and nearly three-duartwrs are less than 10 
years old.

Copyrigtit Revision 

With the final paBsage of Public Law 9«B3, the ZO-year effort 
to revik tire 1900 Copyright Law came to a «"C«f f 
Thr new la^v, wlilch goes into elTeot January 1, 1978, replaces 
T^e^^opyright« of the U.S. Code. While the now 
Arm^ many hew questions raised by tho advance ortechno^y 
it does not resolve all of the.^e queHtions unecunvocally. with 
any piece of legislation which is the result of long negotiation and 
comprortiise. there are many ambiguities in the language, some of 
which will undoubtedly have to be resolved m court act^oni Far- 
ther work also needs to bo done in the area of copyright of com= 
imtir programH and data ba.eH. The Congress, ^ 
develop detailed provisions before receivlnff a^d considenng the 
resultt of the National Commisiiffn on New Technblogical Uses 
of Copyrighted WorkH (CONTU), but anxious to enact^a revision 
of copyright, simply incorporated Section 117, which freezes the 
if thS area i^ itB prior statu.. This permitted enactment o 
a new law. while avoiding the rislc of confusion as a result of 
multLpie revisions in this area. ,„ „ ,„v,ipV, 

the law as enacted contained several provisions upon which 
MCLIS exercised dome influence. The modiflcation of the prohibi- 
tion of "systematic copying" to indicate that inter^ibrary loan 
arrangements were^not p«r prohibited was strongly supported 
bv NCLIS In 1975, NCLIS forwardedsto Congress a resolution 
calling for a review and reconsideration of the photocopW pro= 
visior^ at five-year intervals, and a providon _to tMt effect 
pears a« Section 108 (i) ofJhe revised Copyright Law. NCLIS 
Us also a sponsor of the Conference on Resolution of Copyiight 
lUues.' whose deliberations laid the foundations for the compro- 
^ between copyright owners and librarians on photocopjmig 

iterlibrary loan. This compromise, which has become kno^ 
as th^ CONTU Guidelines, was included in the Qonference Report 
on the bill (House Report No. 94-1733) . 

' Durinc all of Fiscal Year 1977, there was a flurry of seminars, 
workshops, conferences., etc., as «ie ^^f^.'^X'^ 
.,tand the new law and prepare for its going into effect. There 
we« countless speeches, pmsentatlons. analyses, ; articles, and 
haridbooks presented and produced by various experts to explain ^ 
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the new law, what Iti impact was likely to be, and how to preparfj 
for it/Un£ortuniitolyr it wah difficult — if not lnipoaaible--to find 
any two of theHe expertH who agreetl completely with each other, 
and there appeated to be a Htrong emotionfll content in niost of 
the material generated. NCLI^ has urged a balanced, reasonable 
approach to the.^e matters, Bince real resolution of these difrpr= 
.inceg can only be achlevid afte% the comTnunity has had Bome 
expiritnce with working'under the.ntw law. 

The NCLIS hps continued to follow closely the deliberations and 
progress of CONTU, reacting to drafts and proposala where ap- 
propriate and aBBisting in keeping the community aware of thfir • 
workp We have also followed closely the progress of the Copyright 
Offlce in its preparations for the efTectlve date of the new raw* 
and have olFered input and asBiBtance aa needed. The photocopy 
study completed this year will provide a valuftble baBis from which 
to meaBure; the impact of the new law for the five-year review 
mandated by Congress. NCLIS wm also Represented at a confer= 
ence spon.^ored by the Copyright OfTice and the Fqrd Foundation 
to begin working toward an accommodation on off-the-^r video 
recording for educational purposes. A.s witji the original attempts 
to get librarianH and publishers to an accommodation on photo- 
cppying, the problem boils down to defining what Ib fair use. No 
real agfeements were reached at this first cortference, b^t there 
was a great deal of mutual education^ which Ir a necessary first 
step. ' - 

Library and Infornialion Services for American Indian*^ 

Frojn the time of the Southwest Regional Hearings' in 1974, the 
Commission has been keenly interested in the particular problenls 
x>f inadequate or nonexistent library and inforniation service to 
American Indiana livini^ on reservations. In response to a report, 
commissioned by NCLIS, the Bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA) of 
the Department of the IntGrior (DOl) undertook, with NCl-IS as- 
sistance, the development of a. plan for improvenient. It was 
originally intended that this p^n would nerve as a basis for a task 
force effort, but the call of the White House Conference on Li- 
brar^ and Information Services both impelled and provided an 
opportunity for a better approach. The White House Conference 
Advisory Committee, has recommended — ^and NCLIS has ap- 
proved—that a preconference of American Indians living on or 
near reservations be hekl. This will provide an unparalleled op- 
portunity for the Indians themHelves to expresH their own per- 
ceptions of their information needs, and their participatigri in the 
White House Conference itself will provide a national forum for 




exprisaihg th we needs. Both the desperatf'neod for improvement 
and the usefulneBS of the prec6nference approach were validated 
by a Bfiriw of site visl^_by CommissionerH and staflf during the 
sumintr of 1977. 

The Florinci Agrieihiiit Prdtocol ' 

For some ymtB, wrk has beeh underway in the United Nayons 
Educational, Scientiflc and Cultural Organisation (UNESCO) to 
extend the coverage of the Agraement on the Inrfportation of Edu^ 
cationalp Scientiflc and Cultural MateHala (the Florence Agrees 
irient), which exernpts booto and some other materials, from im- 
pqrt duties,, to Include audio, , visual, and microfilm materlali, 
NOLia has participattd in the development of ^he U.S. positlonB 
on various elements, so ^hen the Secretary General of the United 
Nations declared the protocft open for acceptancfe by participating 
nations, NCLIS paased/a rteolutipn at its next meeting, ilrglng^ 
ratification and appr^iat^modiflcations of iariff laws to imple= 
ment the protocol (See Aqpendix VII) 

Urban Libraries Council 

The Commisaion recognizes the special problemB of pufellc 11= 
braries in large urban communities, so when an^hnendment to 
the Library Servicea arid Construction Act (LSCA) was proposed 
to add a new title to the Act which would provide for assistance 
to libraries in cities over 100,000 population, NCLIS ^ongly sup- 
ported the amendment with a resolution to Congress (Ap^ndix 
VII). A similar proviaion was added in the Senate to the bill for ^ 
extension of LSCA, and at year end, the bill was awaiting the 
signature of the PreBident. 

Simultaneously with this effort,iNgrfS was able to provide 
more dirlfect assistance to the UrbarP Libraries Couiicil (ULC) In 
their effclrt to support their claims for more subatantial assistance 
from state goverintients. When ULC .requested permission to use 
the data collected for the NCLIS stud^ of the impact of Federal 
fundrf as the basis for a study ,of their own, perwiiasion was 
quickly grantad, Further, when the study report was completedp 
NCLIS arranged to publish it, providing much wider dissemina- ^ 
tion and attention for its conclusions and recommendations tl^n * 
w^uld have been poasible otherwise. J 
, The m^ovt. Jmwovmg State Aid to Pttbllc Libraries, points out 
^at,* despite historical developments which have kept public 
ries on a different funding basis from education, the trend is 
[pre use of public library facilities as an esaential adjunct to 
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the educational Bystem. Without heceHsarily a<^uking parity or 
^ compftrability in funding formulasp the ULC report clearly dem^ 
onstrates that llbrarieB acroHH the country are an undervalued 
and utiderfunded resource, and that if eduqational and quality-of- 
life goals are to be met, greater suppdrt from the states for an^ 
eKpanded role for the public libraries is essential, 

CoDperatioti with Other Government Agencies 

The involvement of a large number of Federal Governmeftt 
agartbies in a variety of library/information programa is a faet of 

, life which impels WCLIS to mO^te most effective channels of 
. communication and cdoperation wlCh as many of theni as psssible 

, to minimize duplicationp fulfill Objeoluve 5 of the National Pro= 
granip to ^'coordinate existing Federal program^ of library and 
information service," and stretch the impact of our limited re= 
sources, . 

The moBt obvious locu$ of cooperative arrangement8| is, of 
course,. the Library oif Congress (LC), with which N€Ll| main- 
tains close and extensive interactions. Aqide froni the fact that the 
Librarian 'of Congress Herves as an officio member of the Com-, 
fission, the interaction between the tWo RtafFs are frequent. Our 
Recognition of the pivotal role that LC muHt play in any truly na= 
tional system led to the sponaorahip by NCLIS of a formal study 
to develop some details of that role. Similar considerations led to ' 
NCLIS joining with LC in the sponsQrshi^ of the study of author- 
ity. fllen that evolved into the ongoing, multlphased study of the 
character and structure »f a nationarnetwork data base. As has 
been mentioned, when the NCLIS task force on perigdlcals accesB 
determined that the best location for management of the Periodic- . 
cals Center was LC Itself, LC accepted the responsibility of taking 
the flrst.steps toward planning for implementation. LC memberl 
have served or are serving on most of the NCLIS task forces. At 
the same time, NCLIS is represented on the LC Network Advisory 
Committee (NAC) and on* NAC^s subgroup, the Network Techni- 
cal Architecture Group (NTAG), and NCLIS staff members have 
been invited to comment proposed rules and procedures of the 
Copyright Office and have participated in conferences aponiored 
• by the Register of Copyrights, such as the Conference on Off-the- 
Air Video-Recording for Educational Purposes. ^ . ° 

During the Fiscal Year 1977, another very active partnership

From its first meeting in 1975. the N^onal ^^^^^ ^ 
New- Techiiological Uses of Copyrighted Works (CONTU) has 
^ in in active partnership with NQLIS in the pursuit of mu- 

tual goals. During 1377. CONTU's funding of an amendment to 
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the NC LIS photocopy Htudy contract prdvlded CONTU with coh- 
vertfent and riipid i\CQum to Hpecial inforhmtion needed for it« own 
inviatlgations and ^improved algniflcHntly the precision of the 
photQabpy study, NCLIS personnel have attended virtually all 
meetingi of CONTU and have frequently been called on m re- 
source peraong. CONTU has regularly Hhared ItH working papers 
with NCLIS for comments and NCLIS has reciprocated. NCLIS 
also strongly HUpported CONTU'b request for an extenHion of its 
life to July 1078^ so it would have ample time to complete its work. 

Cooperative activities with the Domestic Council and the Na^ 
tional Bureau of Standards have already been discuHsed, In addi- 
tion, NCLIS ^ a member of the Federal Ljibrary Committee 
(FLC) I ' the Government Adviaory Committee *on International 
Book ^and Library Programs (GAG); the Federal Jnteragenc^ 
Committee on Education (PICE); and the Librarians Technical 
' Committee (LTC) of the Washiniifton Metropolitan Area Oisiuncil 
of Governments (GOG) and one or more NCLIS staff memDers 
attend most of theBe meetings. On a less regular basis, NCLIS 
has In the past year conBulted or been consulted by a varifety of 
other brganl^atlons, such as: the National Agricultural Library 
(NAL)i the National Bndowmunt for the Humanities (NEH), 
ACTION^ the Commission on Federal Paperwork, the National 
Archives Service (NAS)* the National Institute of JEducation 
(NIE)j and many others. The Commission is also In frequent con-^ 
tact with the'Congre.ss, both in the form of formal testTmony and 
resolutions (see Appendix VII) pertaining to library and informal 
tion related mattern, and through Informal contact with Members 
-arid their staffs, More and more freciue,ntly, letters from citizens 
on library matters are referred by both the Congress and th^ 
Whitie Hou.^e to the Commission for responHe, or for preparation 
of material fram which a responHo will be made. 

Beyond the Federal sector, there i^ growing interest and In- 
volvement at the state and local levels, now being intensified by 
the preparations for the White House Conference, which are in- 
creasing awHreneHs of the Comniisnion and its National* Program 
throughout the country. The HeminarH for state library, agency 
personnel are also helping to raise awareness and appreciation at 
this level. The presence of state and local repVosentatives on task 
forces and contract advisory ctimmittees provides still' another 
channel fo^ two-way communication with the Commission, 

Communication with the Library 
and Information Science Community 

As indicated earlier, NCLIS cannot function without the whole- 
hiearted cooperation of the library and information Science com-

Profea.^ional Hocietie.s and buHines.H a.M.sociationH have been very 
rtupportive. both of the CommiHHion and of the White Houho Con- 
ference. Most of the major profcHsionai Mociotic.H in the library ' 
l<hformntion field have either deHignated an individual ^isuiUly 
im executive director or omcer) an ofTicial liai.son to NCLIS, or 
have set up a committee to serve this function. The American 
Library AsHociation (ALA), the apeciul Librarie.H AMaociation 
(SLA), the American Society' for Information Science (ASIS-), 
the Chief OfficerH of State Library Agencies (COSLA) and.the 
AHHOciation of Research LibrarieH (AHL) are only a few of the 
many organizations which have provided valuable input and .sup- 
port, as well as concrete help in the form of stair time or materials 
needed for Commission or White House Conference activities. 

It ia anticipated that the state and territorial preconferences to 
the White House Conforencu will provide invaluable opportunities 
to rai.se the aWarene.ss, not only of the library 'information com- 
munity, but of all the citizenry, about ^the value of librarvr and 
information services and of the critical sTiortcomings of tha pres- 
ent .structure which are in dire need of correction. This heightened 
awareness will, by itself, provide a major boost to the implemon- 
tfltion of the National Progrann, 
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Vlann for ihf! Future* 

During the next , two or three yearsp NCLIS will be devoting 
coriBidirable attention to the White Hoqao Cohfjsrence on' Library 
and Information Services. While the Confuronce will hove its own 

^ staff and the Initial contingent in already aboard* start-up on the 
procesB of developing materials to aBsiHt the states in planning^ 
their conferences will also require Commission staff, participation,' 
Sinq© the ultimate reiponsiblUty rests with NCLIS, there will be 

^ a continuing effort of direction and oversight, hurihg the state 
and territorial preconferenccSj individual state plans, prograBj 
and priorltieB will be evaluated and reviewed In the light of tne 
current situation and the National Program. This procesa, in ad- 
dition to serving state needp and goalsi will provide information 
essential to a succdasful White House Conference, Further, the 
individual reports will form the basin for state-by-state implemeh- 
tation of the National Progrftm. From a practidtl point of vj«Wj 
this body of data could be uHabmbled no other way* 

It is expected that the School Library/Media Center Task Fore0 
will complete its work and submit a report during FisGal Year 
1978p and that the first of the regional seminars for litate llbraiy 
agendas personnel will be held In late 1978 or . early 1979. Thfe 
Library of Congress study of the Network Data Base will con- 
tinue in phases at least through 1980. \, ■ 

Several new task forces Hhould be initiated by the end of Fiscal 
Year 1978. Under conHideration are a task force on access to 
monographs and a task force on the role of NCLIS in interna- 
tional activities. Additional tank forceH under consideration for 
- 1979 include one on the library information elements of the Na- / 
tional Information. PaUcy report and on the publiciprivatc inter- 
face. A task force on accens to monographs would parallel the , 
effort^s of the task force on periodical access and a task force on 
international activities would examine the relationship of NCLIS 
toother nations which have cleveloped national plans fqr library/ 
information activities, as well an the efforts and .programs of In- 
ternational bodies sjuch as UNESCO, the rnternatlonnl Federation 
of Library AssociationH (IFLA), Tl^ Federation Internationale 
de Documentation (FIp), etc^ in order to define more speciflcajly 
the role of NCLIS in internatiional affairs and the relatlonHhlp of 
the National Program to Himilar international activities.

The National Conunission on Libraries and information Science 
proposes a National Program for Library and Ijtiformation Services 
based on five assumptions r 

First, that the total library and information resonrce in the 
United States is a national resource which should be strengthened, 
organized and made available to the maximum decree pjosiible 
in the public interest. Thin national resource is tfie cumulated 
and growing record of much of our nation's andj indeed, the 
world's total cultural ©xperience— intellectual, social, technologi- 
cal, and spiritual, ' ^ 

Second, that all people of the United States have the right, 
according to their individual needH, to roaliritic and convenient 
^feness to this national reaourco for their personal enrichnient and 
achievement, and thereby for the progress of society. 

Third, that with the help of new technology and with luitional 
resolve, the disparate and discrete collections of recorded informa- 
tior ill the United States can become, in due course , an integrated 
nationwide network. 

Fourth, that the rights and interests of authors, publishers, and 
other providers r^f information be recognized in the national pro- 
gram in ways that maintain their economic and competitive

Fifth, thi^t legislation devised for the coherent development of 
libraiy and information services will not undermine constitution- 
ally-protected rights of pergonal privacy and intellectual freedom, -

In consonance with these assumptions the Commission has deveL

The Need For A Natioiial Program for Library

The Regotirceg * 

Information^ whether in the raw form of empirical datU or in the 
highly processed form we call '^knowledge/- has como to bo regarded 
as a national resource as critical to tho nutiort's well-being and security 
as any natural resdurce, such as water or coal Tho wealth of popular, 
intellectual, ^scholarlyj and research reHOurces in tho libraries and in- 
fprniation facilities of the United^Statos is one of the great strengths 
of the Nation. But like many resources, knowledge resource^^ unco- 
ordinated in growth and uiJagOj are being wasted. 

In advariced societies^ a subslantial part of the culture is handed 
down to successive generations in recorded forms. This reaource con- 
sists of books, journals, and other texts; of audio and visual materials; 
and of sniallor unitA of data that can be Hcpurately manipulated^ as by 
a computcr> In recent years, these records have becoine increasingly 
varied through technological extensionn of written words^ pictures and 
sounds. For example, a significant |)art of the country's information 
is now on film, on video tapes, and in mnnputer files. As the Ni;ition's 
knowledge grows and the number of records increases, our dependence 
upon the records increases^ and the need to gain access to thom becomes 
more crucial. No society can advance beyond a certain point without 
efToctivo access to its collective rnemory of ruc^d; or, conversely, an 
advanced society that loses control of the record will regress. 

The Need for Access , , 

l^eady hccchs to infornuition and knowledgo is Essential to individual 
advancement as well as to national growth. People are individuals, 
each with \uiique iiifornuitiotud, ediicational, pHychological, and-Hocial 
needs. The need for infornuition in felt at all levels of society, regard^ 
less of an individuarH location, social condition, or intellectual achieve- 
ment. Th^ Commission is ospe(3ially awwe that nmch more must be 
done to understand and to satisfy the tu^eds of si)eeial constituencies, 
such as ethnic minorities, the e(!on()niirally disadvantaged, the unedu-

Although none of the existing library networks lias reached full 
potential, a few have donionstrated "the viability of resource sharing 
through electronic, networking. An example is tho not-for-profit Ohio 
College Library Center that now servos over 600 library teruunals 
from a single computer at Cohimbus, Ohio. This system allows partici- 
,)ants to access a large diita base containing over one-and-a-half mil- 
lion catalog records, for the i)urpoMe of producing cards for local li- 
brary catalogs, locating books in other libraries, and, eventually, pro- 
viding such other services as search by subject, control of curculu- 
*tion rocords, and (iolloction'of numagemcnt information.

Organizational Relationships and Supporting Responsibilities

nationwide program should bear its share of the total financial burden, 

Kesponsibilkres of State Governments . ; 

The Federal Government would fund tho$@ aspeqts of the netwdrk 
which HUpport national objectives and stimulate statewide and multi- 
state library development. The state governments would accept the 



infticir ahiO^ of the cost of coordinating and supporting tho mtra- 
state component* of tho network, m woll m part of the cost of pftrtici- 
patmg in multiBtate plannin» The states could partioipato most holp- 
fuUy by enaotii^ or updatmg libraty le^slation and by establiBhing

Some pf the advantages tbat would accrue to a state from its par= 
Ucipation in a nationwide hetwork are: (1) more information for ite 
midenti thw it could possibly afford to amass through ite own capi-^ 
tal investment; (2) reduced interstate telecommunication costs; (3 J ac^ 
ceis to computer software/ data buses and technical equipment; (4) 
compatibility with national prop'ams; (6) matching funding for; 
bringing state and local resources up to acceptable standards; (6) 
matching funding to initiate network operations; and (t) the ability 
to invest mainly in immediate state and local needB whilo telying upon ^ 
the national network for specialized material and services. 

BeiponeibiUtlti of the Private Sector ^ 

The private sector,, as a major producer of oulturali scien^ifici tech- 
nical, and industrial infomiation, must work closely with the ^public 
sector in order to make the nationaF network both useful arid cost-;^ 
effective, A new orientation to Federal funding and user economics 
might be required to harmonize the traditional library information 
systems with the newer commercial and other specialized information 
systems. The Commission believes that this aroa will require intensive 
study and full collaboration among many differont organizations be- 
fore a meaningful legislative recommend a tion can bo developed, 

Responsibilities of the Library of Congress 

Although not so designated by law, the Library of Congress is de 
facto a National Library. The Commisaioh J^elioves that it should 
legally be bo designated. In that role it should accept the following 
resporisibiliticH in the national program: (1) expariBion of its lending 
function to that of a National Lending Library of finarrcsort; (2) ex= 
pansion of coverage under the National Program for Acquisitions and 
Cataloging; (3) expansion^f Machine-Readable Cataloging (MARC); 
(4) the on-line distribution of the bibliographic data base to the 
various nodes of the ^tional network; (5) an augmented^ reference 
service to support the national system for bibliographic service; 
(6) operation of a comprehensive National Serials Service; (7) estab- 
lishment of a technical Horvices center to provide training in, arid 
information- about, Libraiy of Congress techniques and processes, with 
emphasis on automation; (8) developnumt of improved access ta state 
and local government publications; and (9) further implementation 



of fch'e National Ffop'am to preserve physically deteriprating fibraiy 

Prbposed Le^alatton ^ ' 

Future legislation will hav^ m itM objeotive the nationwide network 
and will: (1) outline the role of the Fedei^al Government, the national 
libraries^ and the states; (2) specify the fuyictions that should be per= 
formed centrally ; (3) establish the basis for appropriate Federal-statq 
a^d state Jocal matching funding; (4)^ establish a Iqcub of Federal 
responsibility for implementing the policies and pro-ams of tho 
National Commission; (6) provide a framework for private sector 
participation; and (6) safeguard privacyj confidentialityj and freedom 
of expression. 

Funding 

Since 1966> with the passage of the Library Services Act^ the Federal 
Govemment has provided funds \pr new servicesj library training 
,^ and research, new building construction j aid to special gToupSj and 
' inierJibrary cooperation. In 1973 the Administration recommended 
the substitution of revenue, sharing for categorical Federal grant pro= 
g^ams. The proponderance of teBtimony to. the ConunisHion says that 
revenue sharing is not working for librarieH, lleeent actions by Opn- 
gress have restored appropriations for many categorical aid programs, 
but, despite the proposed Library Partnership Act, Ihe threat of 
discontinuance of those programs persists. Meanwhild^ the Commis- 
sion bnliqves that the American piiftlic has not only accepted the prin= 
ciple of Federal funding for libraries, but has also equated it with Fed- 
eral Tosponsibility for education. \ ■ ■ ^ 

It is premature to stipulate criteria for requesting financial assist- 
ance from the Federal Oorernment .under the national program^ but 
suggestions are herewith put forwanl for consideration. For example^ 
each institutidn or agency wishing to participate in the network might 
be asked to: . 

(1) Request support orily for programs that a^'C consistent with 
national program aids and objectives; . ^ 

(2) Be willing It) subscribe to, Hud to utili^^Cj natioruil bibliographic,

(6) Develop a mutually compatiblo formula for rnatching fundB bo-

(7) Adhere to tho protocoln and conveiitinnH of uhg GHtiiblmhed for a
